Sir,--I would like to draw the attention 
of settlers, etc., to Chap. 27, Statutes of 
the Province of Alberta, 1918 (second 
Session) which reads as follows:-- 

Sec. 2.--On information made on oath 
before a justice of the peace that the 
accused owns or has in his possession any 
cross or dangerous or notoriously breachy 
or mischievous animal or animals, and 
said anima! or animals are not con- 
fined or restrained in such a manner as 
to protect the pulbic from injury or loss, 
such justice may, when the owner of such 
animal or animals is known, issue a 
summons directed to such person or per- 
sons stating the matter of complaint and 
requiring such accused person or persons 
to appear before him at a certain time 
and place therein stated to answer such 
complaint, and upon conviction on the 
evidence of two credible witnesses other 
than complainant the justice may make 
an order, with or without costs, requir- 
ing the accused to confine or restrain such 
animal or animals in such manner as to 
the justice may appear necessary. 

See. 3.--Upon default of compliance 
with such order the justice may, on sum- 
mary conviction, impose a fine upon such 
owner or possessor Of said animal or 
animals not exceeding $50.00 and costs 
for each offence, and in default of pay- 
ment'thereof commit the offender-to the 
nearest common gaol, with or without 
hard labour, for a period not exceeding 
80' days, unless such penalty be sooner 
paid. 

I find at this time of year, consider-

Garrison Tore Up Flags 


Not a Single Austrian Fall Was Taken 
at the Fall of Permysl 

A remarkable feature of the surren- 
der of the Galician fortress of Per- 
mysl was the fact that not a single 
Austrian flag was captured, says the 
Russky Slovo. The secret of their 
disappearance was discovered, this 
newspaper says further, through the 
confession of Slay war prisoners, who 
arrived at Kieff. They said that the 


night before the surrender all the 
flags were torn into strips. These 


strips were numbered and distributed 
among individuals, who hid them in 
the linings of their coats and caps: 
They were required to take an oath 
to restore them upon their release 
from captivity, so that the flag might 
be reconstructed, thus giving to the 
regiment the right to a further cor- 
porate existence. 

A search of the prisoners revealed 
many such fragments of fags. In the 
handle of a bag belonging to General 
Thomaschi a flag was found intact. 

All other insignia and regimental 
mementos were destroyed before the 
capitulation.

All heating foods should be cut!

Fowls love a variety, and, 
thrive best on it. In fact, to have aj 
variety like, say, equal parts. of 
wheat, oats; and corn, a mash of 
ground grains, meat scraps, green | 
food, charcoal, oyster shell and grit, | 
with plenty of fresh water, will pre- | 
vent much sicknes and keep the 
fowls in profit. 

Care must also be taken in the 
amount of food given. It is difficult 
to set down a rule to be governed by, 
for appetites changes; and fowls very 
easily “get off their feed.”

sufficient soft food for every two) 
fowls in the pen, and at night a hand- 
ful of whole grain for every head of 
stock will be about right.

A Good Lesson 
for the: World 


Our Duty is Self-Denial, Self-Sacrifice, 
the Laying Down of Life-Biood 
for Greater and Deeper 
Things 

“It needed this one supreme strug- 
ele to teach the world tnat when an 
enemy is grappled with the Britisa, 
empire, or part of the empire, he 
grappled with the whole. The British 
empire is stronger today than ever 
betore. It will signalize to neutrals 
that it is more than name; it will 
demonstrate that the one great unfty 
is tO -be reckoned with as a whole, 
und not in sections, The empire will 
be a power for peace that never ex- 
isted betore, and go far to solve the 
international relations of the world.” 

These were the words of Sir George 
Voster in a speech before a Toronto 
audience, His address was an eloquent 
patriotic appeal aud a masterly review 
of the world-struggle and the part of 
the empire in the crisis and after the 
vanquishing of th. foe. From the 
stait poiitics played no part in his 
address, 

“Never after this will a German 
Emperor or any olher emperor play 


bluff as did the Kaiser,” said Sir 
George. “This war will sadden us, 
but it will make us a more serious 
people. It will teach us that there is 


sumething more to live’ for than 
business, speculation and pleasure; it 
will teach us to look back on the 
past; teach us that the liberties given 
to us were given to keep and pass on. 
Our work is never done. Our duty is 
self-denial, self-sacrince, the laying 
down of life biood for immeasurably 
aeeper and greater things; for things 


that make for national and Imperial 
life. 

“This war has been a lesson to the 
world and to the Empire itself. I 


den't think we in Canada have had 
cur whole. lesson yet. It has been 
splendid the way the Canadian people 
have risen to the cccasion. Through 
the whole empire the peopie have 
stood as one man. fefore the war 
we heard much of imperial federa- 
tion and other theories. In the heat 
of the conflict British and imperial 
unity is absolutely assured. 

“In the early stages of the war we 
heard often the pronouns ‘they’ and 
‘them.’ Now we have come to a bet- 
ter frame of mind, merged ourselves 
into the mother country, and men 
don’t go to fight for ‘them’ but for 
‘us.’ If it's worth that to the empire 
now #’s worth a mighty lot more to 
the future of the world, It was a great 
lesson to Europe when Canada stood 
up in the Boer var and helped Brit- 
ain. 

“We shouldn't deceive. ourselves as 
we contemplate the long lines at the 
front in Europe. It is only sacrifice of 
men that will bring victory. We must 
come to the conclusion that Canada 
must send more men; the cup of sac- 
rifice is not yet filled up.” 


Clothing Kitchener’s Army 


Huge Requirements Tax the Capacity 
of the British Mills 


_ The manufacture of clothing for the 
new armies is proceeding in the west 
riding of Yorkshire on a colossal 
scale. 

it is estimated that between 250 and 
300 miles of khaki cloth and its sub- 
stitutes, from 64 inches to 56 inches 
wide, are being woven every week, 
and that at least 80 per cent. of all 
textile machinery is engaged on the, 
army work. 

Over 12,000 looms are busy, working i 
on an average nearly “time and a 
half.” One mil alone produces torty 
miles of cloth week'y,. 

Some 60.000 tailors and tailoresse: | 
are making up tiie material into gar- 
ments, working in most cases from 8 
a.m. to 9 or 9.30 p.m., the woik as a 
whole being supervised by a commit- 
tee of experts appointed by the war 
office. 

In regard-to army boots, some 200 
factories in the kingdom are devoting 
about 60 per cent. of their total output 
to their manufacture. About twenty 
facories in Leeds alone produce some 
40,000 pairs a week. 

Army contracts have been booked 
that will take from three to six 
months to complete. "A Leeds firm 
was recently asked to tender for the 
supply of 2,000,000 pairs for the Rus- 
sian army, but the request had to be 
refused. 


Buddhist and Christian Sects 
Statistics show that in Japan there 
are 13 denominations and 57 sects of 
Buddhism. Of these the most power- 
ful one is that of Shin Shiu, There 
are 71,769 temples and 63,081 priests. 
This number includes only residing 
priests. Counting all those engaged 
in preaching and teaching there are 
73.047. There are also other ‘kinds 
of priests and nuns who have done 
duties of either preaching or teach- 
ing. These number 64,001. These 
classes of priests aad nuns make up 
in all 10,000 studints preparing for 
the priesthood, The home department 
of the Japanese government has been 
gathering statistics of Christians for 
many years, and ihe last report of 
the number of believers of the dif- 
ferent churches is as follows: Ro- 
man Catholic, 63,081; Greek Catholic, 
14,749; Nippon Kirisuto, 18,441; Ku- 
miai, 16,116; Sei Ko Kwai, 16,090; 
Methodists, 11,763; Baptists, 4,191; 
other smaller denominations, 12,246; 
total, 1,566,676.

Rays of Stars 
Bear Messages 


Only by Analysis, of Light Can We 
Learn Anything of Composition 
of Heavenly Bodies 


Lecturing before the members of 
the Victoria Institute om the subject 
of “The Spectra of Stars and Nebu- 
lae,” Professor A. Fowler, F.R.S. 
says the London Times, said the onl 
intelligible message that a star sent 
to the earth was borne on its rays 
of light, and it was only’ by the 
analysis of such light that we could 
learn anything of the chemical com- 
position and pnysical condition of the 
star. Such an analysis had been rend- 
ered possible by the invention of the 
spectroscope. 


Our present extensive knowledge 
of stellar spectra had been made pos- 
sible by the application of photograph- 
ic methods of observation. It was 
early found that the number of dis- 
tinct varieties of stars was by no 
means large. Father Secchi recog- 
nized four principal types of stellar 
spectra, beginning with white stars 
and ending with red ones. It was 
found that these different types were 
not abruptly divided, but were con- 
nected by spectra representing well 
marked transition stages. Here we 
got the first definite indications of an 
evolution of the stars somewhat ana- 
logous to that which Darwin enunciat- 
ed for organic life. The differences 
in the spectra of the stars were not 
to be attributed primarily to differ- 
ences in composition, put to their 
having reached different stages in an 
evolutionary process. Continuity of 
the spectral series practically com- 
pelled us to believe that our sun was 
once a star jike Sirius, and that in 
due course Sirius would become a 
star like the gun, the sun meanwhile 
having become a red star with a 
spectrum of bands. 

The generally accepted view that 
the ancestors of the stars were gepre- 
sented by nebulae required that these 
bodies should contain all the mater- 
ials of which stars were known to be 
composed. But the nebulae had a 
very simple spectrum of bright lines, 
among which only those belonging to 
hydrogen and helium had certainly 
been identified. Hence the modern 
view, ably supported by the mathe- 
matical investigations of Professor 
Nicholson, that nebulae consisted 
largely of atoms of very primitive 
forms of matter and that the stellar 
sequence might possibly indicate the 
order of evolution of the chemical ele- 
ments as well as that of the stars 
themselves. “That nebulae must con- 
tain matter other than that indicated 
by their spectral lines was also 
strongly suggested by. observations of 
“new stars.” 7 

Further investigations were - still 
needed to compiete the story, but all 
modern work tended to strengthen 
cour belief in the chemical unity of 
the universe, and in an evolutionary 
development of stars from the primi- 
ave conditions represented by nebu- 
ae.

Poultry is Needed'Beet Sugar 


Egg Statistics Compiled by Poultry 
Experts of Dominion Department 
of Agriculture 

Canada is ghort fifteen hundred 
thousand hens, averaging one hun- 
dred eggs per year. Canada in 1914 
imported two hundred thousand dol- 
lars’ worth more poultry than she 
exported, and imported eggs to =e 
000 in excess of her shipments abroad 
These are the gomewt.at gurprising, if 
not alarming, statements made by

These facts 
ire further emphasized by the state- 
ment that the average egg yield per 
hen in this countr: is but 80 eggs 
per year, which, we are further as- 
sured by experts, could, by careful 
selection, feeding and housing be in- 
creased to 180 eggs per hen per year.

Bullets and Their Vagaries 


No One Knows What it Will Do or 
Where I[t Will Come to ‘Rest 


It has been truly said that, once 
you fire a bullet from a modern rifle, 
none can forecast what it will do or 
where it will ultimately come to rest. 
Even when a bullet has an uninter- 
rupted course, says Mr. “rank Scuda- 
more, in the Globe, it Is capable of 
upsetting all known -calculations of 
its flight and range. Before the Battie 
of Omdurman a sick officer was taken 
acros3 the Nile and placed under an 
awning at least 5,500 yards from the 
nearest point of possidie fire. This 
should have ensured him an ample 
margin of safety, but none the less a 
stray bullet ate wp the intervening 
three miles of desert, struck him in 
the head, and killed him. 

Shortly before the Battle of Giniss, 
in the Sudan, GeneraleSir Archibald 
Hunter, Colonel! Hackett-Thompson, 
C.B., and another officer whose name 
escapes me, were reconnoitering 
through an opening in the wall of a 
disused sakeeyeh, or water-wheel. The 
hole in the wall was so small that the 
officers had to stand one behind the 
other to see anything. The officer 
whose name I forget was in front us- 
ing a pair of binoculars, while Sir 
Archibald Hunter was in the rear.

'| Russian Crop Tied up by Inability to 


Export, While German Acreage 
is Cut Down One-Fourth 

The effect of the present war in 
Europe on the geography of the 
world’s sugar production is strikingly 
shown in a statement just issued by 
the National Geographic Society, The 
statement follows: 

“Fifty-three out of every hundred 
pounds of sugar produced in the world 
are grown in the countries now at 
war and their colonies. The total 
production of the world is estimated 
at approximately 18,000,000 tons. This 
production is made up of cane sugar 
having been 9,545,000 tons, and of 
beet sugar 8,438,000 tons in 1913. 

“One of the peculiar facts connected 
with the sugar market of the world is 
that while Europe produce; more than 
ninety-three per ceat. out of eveiy 
one hundred pourcs of beet sugar 
grown, it yields on!y one pound out 
of every six. huodred of cane sugar. 
Of Europe's total production of beet 
sugar, amounting to 7,808,C00 tons, 5,- 
666,000 tons grew in belligerent terri- 
tory in 1913. Nearly all of this pro- 
duct is now entirely isolated from the 
outside world, being grown mainly 
in. Germany, Ausiria-Hurgary ard 
Russia. What this means to. the 
world is revealed by the fact that 
more than two-thivds of the world’s 
sugar is not consumed in the country 
of its origin, this condition arising 
from the fact that the great sugar-us- 
ing nations are principally outside of 
the belts of sugar productior 

“Any scarcity of sugar growing out 
of the war will affect the United 
States more seriously han any other 
country, for the reason that American 
people are per cajzita the heaviest 
users of sug r in tLe world. With one- 
sixteenth of the world's population, 
the United State. consumes more 
tLan one-fifth of its sugar. How rapid- 
ly this countiy is becoming a nation 
of sugar eaters ‘s revealed by a :efer- 


ence tu the tables of sugar consump: | 


tion of the last half century. Fifty 
years ago the people of the United 
States ate eighteen pounds of sugar 
per capita. Five years later, in 18/0, 
they were using thirty-three pounds 
per capita. In 1880 the per capita 
consumption had gone up to toity 
pounds. Twenty-five years ago it had 
risen to fifty-one pounds. In 1900 it 
had clithbed still higher, to fifty-nine 
pcunds. “By 1910 the sugar consump- 
tion reached eighty pounds, Today 
the per capita cousumiption exceeds 
eighty-five pounds. 

“It appears that the cane sugar in- 
dustry will suffer very little in the 
matter of the total crop yield as a 
result of the war. On the other hand, 
the beet sugar business will suifer 
very heavily. Ths present Russian 
crop has been almost en-irely tied up 
by inability to get exports out of the 
country, wuiile next year's crop is 
threatened with a shortage resulting 
from the destruction of the imdustry 
in Poland, where so much of Russia's 
sugar is produced. The reports from 
France indicate that the rich sugar 
teet lands of the northern section 
were harvested last season under the 
direction of the Germans, and that 
most of the sugar factories in this ter- 


ritory have been dismantled to get’ 


their copper for tie manufacture of 
war munitions. 

“Information from Germany indi- 
cates that the emrire will plant only 
three-fourths of its normal area. in 
sugar beets this year. This would re- 
suit in culting down Germanys sugar 

‘d by more than 650,000 tons. 

“Of course the prospective short- 
age in beet sugar production will >e 
somewhat offset by the falling off in 
sugar consumption incident to the fin- 
ancial gtringency of the world, caused 
by the war.

Save the Oats — 
From Smut 


Quebec Farmers Lost Last Year From 
This Cause $1,800,000 

In 1913 the area devoted to oats in 
the province of Quebec was 1,303,000 
acres, which yielded 39,000,000 bush- 
els, valued at $18,732,000. The aver- 
age percentage of smut iif oats given 
by Mr, T. H. Gussow, Dominion Bot- 
anist, Ottawa, is over 7 per cent. Tak- 
ing this loss (7 per cent.) as a basis 
for Quebec, the tote.) money loss due 
to smut in oats in 1913 was $1,311,240. 
It is very probable that the loss in 
1914 was even more severe than that 
of the year before. 

A loss of one million three hundred 
and eleven thousand dollars is a 
heavy penalty the farmers of Quebeo 
are paying every year for neglect of 
treating their a oats with forma- 
lin solution. The treatment is so 
simple and cheap that there is no 
good reason why every farmer should 
not practice it. 

Smut is a fungous plant which 
causes a characteristic disease of 
oats, wheat, barley and other grains, 
affecting the grain in the head and 
sometimes the chaff as well. The smut 
of oats does not injure wheat or bar- 
ley; similarly the smut of wheat does 
not injure oats or barley, and the 
smut of barley does not injure wheat 
or’ oats. : 

About harvest time smut disease is 
observed in infested grain crops. At 
that time the diseased heads become 
sooty colored on accoun: of the pro- 
duction of thousands of minute bodies 
called spores. In the field these 
spores are carried away by the wind 
to uninfested heads, and at threshing 
time they are so thoroughly scattered 
that it is impossible to find a grain 
which doss not have several spores 
attached to it, although invisible t 
the naked eye. ; 

When this grain is planted the ad- 
herent spores sprout at the same time 
as the grains themselves; the sprout 
tubes of the smut enter the tender 
seedlings of the grain, g ow up with- 
in their lengthening shoots and en- 
ter the form.ng grain, soon yestroying 
it. 

Smut may be prevented by sprinkl- 
ing seed oats and wheat with a, solu- 
tion of formalin (formaldehyde) a few 
days before sowing time. Care should 
be taken that the best grade of form- 
alin, the forty per cent. formald):yd3, 
is used, for very low grades are on 
the market. It is a liquid and comes 
in pound bottles. One bottle when 
diluted with 40 gallons of water is 
sufficient to treat from 36 to 40 bush- 
els of grain, thus making the cost of 
treatment about 1 per cent. per 
bushel. 

A day or two before the oats are 
required for seeding they should be 
piled in a heap on a clean barn floor, 
and the pound of formalin poured 
into a barre] containing 40 gallons of 
water. With a broom or sprinkling 
can the solution should be sprinkled 
on the grain, at the same time tha 
grain is shovelled over and over umftil 
every grain is wet. The pile of wet 
grain should be left for two or three 
hours, then covere? with clean sacks 
for five or six hours or over night Af- 
ter this the grain should be spread 
out to dry. In ofder to avoid recon- 
tamination of the treated seed before 
sowing it iy advisable to dip the »vags 
or sacks in the barrel of formalin 
solution while the grain is being treat- 
ed, and allowed to dry. Grain thus 
treated but not required for seed is 
perfectly safe to use for feed. 

1—Buy the supply of formalin early 
so as to have it on hand at seeding 
time. Two pound-bottles will treat 75 
bushels of oats. 

2—Be sure and buy the best grades 
of formalin (40 per cent. formalde- 
hyde); accept no substitute. 

3—As treated grain swells s!ithtly 
the seed drill gauges should be so ad- 
justed as to allow for an additional 
% or ™ bushel per acre. 

4—The bags which are to hold the 
treated grain should be treated by be- 
ing dipped in the formalin solution 
and spread out to dry. 

5—All the seed oats should be treat- 
ed whether they appea: smutty or not, 
—Quebec Journal o Agriculture.

New tmmunizing Fluid in France 


Gives Good Results 

Considerable anxiety has been ex- 
pressed lest the summer heat should 
produce among the French soldiers 
afl epidemic of cholera, contracted 
from Austrian and German - troops 
transferred from the eastern front, 
where the disease is now serious, 

Professor Vincent, head cf the Val 
de Grace Military hospital, and the 
discoverer of a typhoid anti-toxin, re- 
lieved the anxiety by precenting be- 
fore the Aczdemy of Medicine de- 
tails of a cholera anti-toxin consist- 
ing of an immunizing fluid. 

Animals that had been inoculated 
with cholera and were later inocluat- 
ed with the new serum’ survived, 
Others died within fourteen hours. 

Professor Vince.t asserts that the 
danger of a summer epidemic is now 
entirely dissipated.

Some Value of 
Pure-bred Stock 


Get Away Form Narrowing Influences 
and Study Farm Problems With 
a Wider View 


The breeder of pure-bred live stock 
has to keep up with the times in his 
particular line and this necessity will 
tend to broaden his horizon. He at- 
tends the breeders’ associations and 
the institutes and every progressive 
meeting which pertains to his work 
and in doing so he rubs elbows with 
the best men in the business and 
learns of their methods and experi 
ences, He perhaps takes his herd to 
the fairs to compete with better 
herds. He sees where he is making 
mistakes and corrects his errors, He 
mixes with his fellows and he feels 
that he is one of them and the friendg 
that he meets all help him to get out 
of any rut that he may have fallen 
into. One of the main crawbacks to 
the farmer’s life is that it is too 
secluded. The breeder of pure-bred 
live stock gets away from the nar 
rowing influence of the farm and 
studies all his problems with a 
broader view than does his neighbor. 

The raising of pure-pred live stock 
seems to reflect upon the man him- 
self. He is doing good work and it 
makes him a better man. There are 
pure-bred men just the same as there 
are pure-vred live stock, and there 
are scrub men just the same ag there 
are scrub live ock. The pure-bred 
man is the man who sticks to you 
when you are down and out and helps 
you when you necd it most. The pure- 
bred man gives you a square deal and 
you can trust him to do the right 
thing. Pure-bred stock have similar 
qualities. They will give you some- 
thing in return for the feed and the 
time and trouble expended on them. 

And pure-bred live stock will help 
you to solve the problem of keeping 
the boys on the farm. A man bought 
a pure-bre¢ bull, he said that he in- 
tended to buy a pure-bred heifer in a 
short time. He explained that he was 
buying them for his boy because the 
boy had read that pure-bred animals 
were the best. He said iat he had a 
g0od boy and that he. wanted to stay 
on the farm. That father was a wise 
father and he knew that the boy had 
to have something to interest him, 
something that he could take pride in 
and show to his neighbors as the best 
of its kind. It is no wonder that so 
Many boys do not stay on the farm 
any longer than is absolutely neces- 
sary. There is nothing to hold them 
there, nothing to interest them. Pure- 
bred live stock is one of the greatest 
agents in working out the problem for 
Reoning tho boy on the farm, and it 
would be worth trying if it were only 
for this one reas»...—Michigan Farm- 
er. 


Ten Minutes per Cow 


Keep Dairy Records, Which Will 
Bring Iiluminating Results 

In many dairy sections in Canada 
it is quite possible, judging from ci- 
ficial figures, to find a herd of cows 
producing milk at a feed cost of ony 
sixty-two cents, or less per hundred 
pounds, while on a farm two mules 
away milk coets perhaps ninety cents 
or more per hunared for feed. And 
on that farm where milk costs more, 
may often be fouiu. some dairy re- 
quisites, such as a pure bred dairy 
sire, good ensilage, etc Other re- 
quisites may be lacking, well rounded 
dairy judgment, cow quality. 

Solid and lastirg success is attained 
both easier and quicker by the intelli- 
gent use of dairy records, this is just 
common sense selection of paying 
cows, instead of the indiscriminate 
boarding of “just cows.” The indi- 

‘dual cow of good promise is quick- 
ly and unerringly spotted by the use 
of simple dairy records and fed for 
better production at less cost; while 
the antique souvenir, useless as a 
profit-maker, is beefed because she 
lacks ability to produ . milk at a rea- 
sonable cost for feed. 

The man who raises his own calves 
can take quick strides in building up 
a good herd, for » keeps only his 

‘st cows and kn«iws just what he 
has got. The man who sells, often 
sells his best cows ivr a song (this ‘s 
the plain history of some _ world- 
champion cows) just because he does 
not know what good cow quality he 
has; dati, recer’s would have in- 
formed him.

Patriotism andl =< 


Drink Habit. 


During these times we hear much of the 
menace of Germany and of the need of 
patriotism. But there are things happen- 
ing in the British Isles and also in Can- 
ada that should bring to our hearts a 
greater fear than even Germany. 

Rear-Admiral Tudor tells us that be- 
| cause of drink men in the shipyards are 
| actually doing less than usual upon work 
| that is absolutely essential to the proper 
prosecution of the war. In one instance 
in a given week, one hundred and thirty 
five fitters employed on submarine en- 
gines did only the equivelant of a full 
week’s work of twenty-eight men.. At 
one of the Clyde shipyards, where a war- 
ship was under repair, the work on the 
bottom was so poorly done, because the 
men who were doing it were intoxicated, 
that it had ta be condemned. The director 
of naval equipment tells us that the work- 
men are in such an uncertain and unde- 
pendable state that at any time the whole 
shipbuilding work on the Tyne may come 
to a standstill). He also says that in 
many cases it-is now taking three times 
as long to get ships fitted and ready to 
sail as it’/did when the war broke out. 
The men are being paid more and are 
drinking more, and consequently work- 
ing less efficiently. 

In this connection it is in place to 
quote from a letter received by a gentle- 
man in Victoria, B.C., from his son who 
is with the Medical Corps at the front in 
Flanders: 

** And let me say in all seriousness that 
the poor fellows who have soddened 
themselves with alcohol haven’t an 
earthly chance of recovering from their 
ghastly wounds caused by shrapnel, Even 
the fellows who have been fairly temperate 
have a far-harder tight for recovery as 
against abstainers. I don’t know what 
you are doing in Canada abont the drink 
.business, but if you haye any influence, 
for God’s sake use it to suppress the cursed 
liquor traffic during the war. Fellows 
who get badly frost-bitten were mostly 
those who consumed. most and besides it 
intensified the sufferings of others, and 
then there were some weak young fellows 
who imbibed that hady’t touched liquor 
before, naturally to their undoing. The 
Medica! Superintendent did his utmost to 
prevent the stuff coming through to the 
=| firing line, and even the Commanding 
Officers were reluctant, for taking them 
altogether the officers are abstemious, 
whatever they were in the South African 
war. It may seem hard to 


meddle with the personal liverties of a 
man, but as Carlyle said, ‘there is no 


greater slave than the man who is subject 
to his appetite.’ ’’

am as strong a patriot as lives in this

There is now a great outery against the 
danger of the German spy, but these facts 
from theshipyards, ammunition factories, 
trenches, field hospitals and recruiting 
centres show us that drink is a thousand 
times more to be feared in this war, 
And When the Government tries to deal 
with this foe we find politicians combin- 
ing to defeat their efforts, and even the 
Great Conyocation at York solemnly de- 
claring that it ‘‘ would look with anxiety 
upon total prohibitions? the sale of alco- 
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~ | holie drinks.’’ 
profits of the traffic are held by these 
men to be more than Britian’s snecess at. 
this time, To retain this curse they are 
ready to sacrifice tens of thousands and 
at| perhaps millions of brave men by pro- 
longing the conflict. - 

Where is the boasted British patriotism? 

In the face of these things the attitude 
of the people of M¥hitoba and Saskatch- 
ewan has been most commendable---they 
have led the Empire in the restrictions 
they have placed upon the traffic since 
the war began---and we are certain that 
Alberta will go further, even than these 
provinces, when they cast their ballots 
for the Liquor Act on July 21st.
